partment of Supplies and the Irish 
Taxi and Hackney Owners’ Association, 
which has taken steps to ensure the 
active co-operation of its members in 
the proper use of their vehicles. The 
quantity of petrol which can be made 
available for hackney services is 
limited, and is supplied mainly for the 
purpose of providing a means “sí 
emergency transport in cases of sick- 
ness, urgent business journeys and the 
like. Difficulties have arisen because 
of the fact that some owners have 
failed to’ observe the }-rinciple of re- 
serving their petrol allowances for such 
purposes, and have made it difficult for 
willing owners to maintain their 
attitude. 


CARS AT ELECTIONS 

The practice of hiring hackney 
vehicles for the conveyance of voters 
to the polls for the coming elections 
will be discontinued, and any owner 
whose car is used for such a purpcse 
will have his permit withdrawn im- 
mediately. 

Notwithstanding some complaints of 
the misuse of permitted cars, the 
situation has improved distinctly since 
the early stages of the introduction of 
the permit system. Stimulated in- 
genuity of certain classes of the 
community to circumvent the regula- 


ticns has been dealt with  ruth- 
lessly by the Department oí 
Supplies, and at present measures 


are being taken to deal with a re- 
crudescence of the practice, first tried 
in 1941 when petrol shortage became 
acute, of taxing private vehicles as 
hackneys or taxi-cabs for private 
individual use under cover of the 
hackney plate. The use of small vans 
for work formerly performed by 
private car also has shown an increase, 
but it is being dealt with. | 

Numerous applications are being 
made to the Department of Supplies 
for permits to fit gas-producer plants 
on private cars in spite of the decision 
to confine existing orders to essential 
purposes. 

Applications are also being received 
for fitting permits from persons who 
wish to fit plants made by themselves 
to their own vehicles, and from fitters 
not engaged in the trade before the 
18th April.

SUGAR COUPONS SOON 
WHEAT CROP DOING WELL 


In about a fortnight from now, 
sugar will be brought on the ration 
book, and two pages of coupons—one 
coupon pel person in respect of each 
week of the year—will be devoted to 
the commodity. Each coupon will be 
necessary for the purchase of the unit 
of sugar, which, for the present, is 
likely to remain at three-quarters of a 
pound per person. 

Having regd@rd to a decline.of about 
30 per cent. in the acreage under beet 
this year, however, it is not unlikel 
that the sugar unit will be reduced, 
possibly to half a pound, before the 
end of the year. 

It now is possible to state that there 
has been a gratifying increase in the 
acreages under wheat, oats and barley, 
and that, given a good harvest, Eire 
may succeed in producing almost 
sufficient wheat to cover anticipated 
consumption in 1943.

CLOTHES RATIONING 
COUPON VALUES REDUCED 


Final changes in the clothes ration- 
ing scheme, so far_as the general public 
is concerned, are announced this morn- 
ing. They indicate a reduction in 
coupon values in relation to gabardine 
waterproof coats from 32 to 25 for a 
man and! 25 to 20 for a woman. Boys’ 
and girls’ are fixed at 12 coupons. A 
collar, which was formerly two 
coupons, is now one. 

The following descriptions of shirts 
are now reduced to nine coupons 
(men’s) and five coupons (boys’):— 
Formerly these were—Shirt, lined, no 
collars (men’s 13, boys’ 7); unlined, no 
collars (men’s 11, boys’ 5); with collar 
attached, tennis shirt with = sleeves 
(men’s 12, boys’ 6); sleeveless (men’s 9, 
boys 5). Women’s and maids’ over- 
coat, mackintosh, raincoat, trenchcoat 
or like garment—20 coupons for women 
and 12 for girls’ sizes. These were 
formerly 36 and 18, respectively. The 
reduced values already fixed for shirts 
and collars made of artificial silk con- 
tinue in operation, 

Leather blouses not exceeding 350 
inches in length are reduced to 10 
coupons (formerly 20). 


THE OUTLOOK 


These, and a number of other veduc- 
tions in coupon values, already an- 
nounced, are the outcome of consulta- 
tion between the Department of 
Supplies and interests affected by the 
scheme, and also the result of a review 
of the position by the Department. 
Traders have expressed the view that 
members of the public, realising that 
consultations were taking place and 
that there was a likelihood of changes 
being made, have hesitated to use their 
books, and that trade consequently has 
slackened. It can now be stated, how- 
ever, that no further consultations con- 
cerning the value of coupons will take 
place, and that no further concessions 
ar2 in contemplation. 

Coupon values will not, however, 
necessarily be static; for, as in Great 
Britain, it is inevitable that, as the 
supply situation changes or as special 
circumstances arise in relation fo 
particular items of wearing apparel, the 
coupon values in this country may have 
to be revised. The indications at pre- 
sent are that such changes as may be 
necessary in the future will tend 
towards great restriction, and that it 
is most likely that henceforth coupon 
values will be increased rather than 
diminished — that it will cost more 
coupons to purchase certain articles 
which may become short in supply. 


SECOND FRONT NEEDED 
STRONG CALL FROM MOSCOW 


A strong call for a second front in 
Europe and the establishment of a 
grand strategy between the Red Army 
and the armies of other United Nations, 
was made yesterday by Mr. Alexandrov, 
member of the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party, says a Reuter 
telegram from Moscow. 
He stressed that for Russia and all 

her Allies resources and possibilities for 

victory were not enough. These must 

be exploited in time and with the 
necessary skill. He emphasised that 

the Soviet people’s taith in victory is 

now growing stronger, despite the 

‘‘ desperate offensive pressure’’ of the 

Germans. 

“The time is not far when victory 

over the hated foe will becbme a 

reality,” he said. ‘‘The proNem now 

facing the U.S.8.R., Britain, and the 

United States, and other countries 

allied with us, is the timely, ekilful, 

and decisive utilisation of our possibili- 

ties for achieving victory.” 

As the most important condition of 

victory now, Mr. Alexandrov stresses 

the following points :— 

“1. Implementing the complete 

agreement reached between the 

U.8.S.R., Britain, and America on the 

opening of a second front in Europe 

in 1942. 

“2. Wotking out and carrying out 

the strategic plans of the Red Army 

High Command and the armies cf 

other freedom-loving nations. 

“3. Concentration of the armed 

forces of the anti-Hitler coalition in 


decisive directions, choosing. the -right 


moment for striking the enemy hard.” 


MEDICAL RESEARCH IN IRELAND 
EFFORTS CRAMPED BY FINANCIAL 
POLICY 


CONCERN created by financial arrangements, which have a 
cramping effect on the activities of the Council and render 
it difficult to take long views, and impossible to enter into com- 
mitments longer than annual, and force it to advise against any 
eme of research necessitating many years of work, is ex- 
in the fifth annual report of the Medical Research 


who seem to be worthy of encourage- 
ment, the individual salaries paid may 
be lowered, and it is to be remembered 
that the Council must compete against 
the comparatively higher gains which 
may be made in professional practice. 
If it does not pay reasonably 
well, the Council will not get first-rate 
workers.’’ With parsimony it has been 
possible to budget for an expenditure 
without actually refusing grants to in- 
dividual workers solely an the grounds 
of a stringency of funds. 

Urging the importance of original 
inquiry, the report comments that the 
Council does not claim dramatic 
successes which are in their nature, 
rare, but claims that its workers have 
contributed substantially to the general 
body of scientific knowledge, and points 
out that, for the first time, doctors not 
immediately associated with teaching 
in the medical schools, who have felt 
themselves capable of contributing to 
scientific knowledge, have had facilities 
placed at their disposal. ‘‘ The Council 
would, however, like to take wider and 
longer views. It hopes that when it 
approaches the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health for 
renewed support he will find himself 
justified in making new arrangements 
of a more liberal and stable character, 
which will enable it to encourage 
workers who are prepared to under- 
take investigations requiring work cver 
a long period.” 


THE INVESTIGATIONS 


Details of the investigations in the 
various fields of research are given in 
the report. Under Professor E. J. 
Conway, M.B., D.Sc., Patrick J. Boyle, 
M.Sc., has carried out much analytical 
work connected with the investigation 
of potassium and electrolyte equilibria 
in muscle, the principles controlling 
the accumulation of potassium and the 
membrane potential Sein discovered ;

Waugh, B.Ch., was engaged in an 
gá. “airm of the microscopic and 
other changes produced by sulphona- 
mide and other drugs on eggs, and, in 
immunology, Professor Hans Sachs, 
M.D., formerly Professor of Im- 
munology and Serology of Heidleberg 
University, is continuing his serological 
studies. Working with Dr. J. Deeny, 
at his private laboratory in Lurgan, 
Mr. G. L. Murdock. B.Sc., is engaged 
in research of the interrelation between 
!immunity, infection and Vitamin C 
concentration, and Dr, D. K. Malley 
is investigating a case of adrenal cor- 
tical pyperplasia.

FOR EIRE 


NO MORE RAYON YARN

[= Government of Eire officially 
has been informed of a consider- 
able reduction by the United 
Kingdom authorities in the export | 
of cotton goods from Great Britain 
to this country for the period July 
to September, and that no more 
rayon piece-goods or woollen fabrics 
will be exported for the present. 
The allocation of cotton hencefor- 
ward will be made on the basié of 
the quantity of yarn contained in 
piece-goods and yarn, and the prac- 
tice of giving separate allocations for 
piece-goods and yarns is being dis- 
continued, while thread yarn, for- 
merly independent of the allocation, 
will now he assessed in the total 
export. 


NEW ALLOCATION 


Up to the present this country has 
been allocated 20 per cent. of its nor- 
mal requirements of piece-goods and 
10 per cent. of full requirements of 
cotton yarn. Under the new alloca- 
tion, and taking home production into 
consideration, not more than 20 per 
cent. of national demand can be met. 
Having regard to the EE BHRÍ of 
importing as much yarn as possible in 
the interests of employment, here, the 
Department, of Supplies is examining 
the position urgently with a view to 
making arrangements for increased 
handling of yarns. 

The availJability of rayon  plece- 
goods, art. silks, etc., will extend to 
existing orders, but after these have 
been filled no more new production of 
rayon yarn will be sent here There 
is no indication as to what prospects 
there are of continued supplies of 
woollen yarn from Great Britain, but 
the allocation for the four months, 
March-Jnune of this year, was at the 
rate of only ten per cent. of normal 
supplies of yarn and raw material for 
yarn production. It is feared that 
the discontinuance of supplies will ex- 
tend to the duration of the war. 


NEW CANAL BARGES 
20 TO BE BUILT AT ONCE 


Twenty wooden’ canal barges, 
emergency craft, costing about £20,000, 
are about to be constructed in ship- 
yards in Dublin, Wicklow and Carlow, 
to provide a measure of relief to over- 
taxed rail and road services in the 
transport of fuel and essential supplies. 

The barges will be horse-drawn, and 
will be capable of carrying about 40 
tons of turf each. In the event of 
further curtailments of road services 
the new fleet, which is expected to be 
completed in six months, will become 
an important factor in the mainten- 
ance of essential supplies throughout 
the areas served by inland waterways. 

Contracts for the construction of 
the barges have been placed by the 
Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, and it is expected that the first 
four or five of them will be available 
within the next two months. The 

ssibility of renovating derelict barges 
is being considered by the Department.

ALLEGED OFFERS TO VISITORS 


Ration books and loose clothes 
rationing coupons were offered for sale 
to North of Ireland visitors in the 
streets near railway stations over the 
week-end. 

One woman visitor írom Belfast, told 
an /rish Times reporter that, she—and 
others—had been offered what looked 
like a complete ration book for óÓs., 
and separate coupons for as much as 
5s. each. She did not, she said, accept 
the offer, nor did any of the other 
visitors that she could see. 

In Dublin drapery houses, assistants 
told our reporter that a number of 
people attempted to ‘‘cash in” loose 
coupons for clothes. “ Naturally, ' 
she added, ‘‘they did not get away 
with it. All the shop assistants in 
Dublin have been given strict instruc- 
tions not to accept loose coupons.’’ 

Another assistant said that a woman 
with a Belfast accent bought several 
small articles of clothing, and produced 
a ration book which contained a Dublin 
address (which she had noted).
